Build a Curb to Curb 
Tunnel in Down-Town 


BACKERS WORK 
Details of Huge Project 
Complete and Next Step 
Will Be to Ask for

Another tunnel. ordinance may. soon de 
causing strife in the City Council. It will be 
vaster in scope than the telephone conduit, 
however, and if plans do not miscarry will 
bring about in a few years a great nen 
in the business district of Chicago. 

The new measure is for nothing less than 
a subway in the down-town streets that will 
extend from curb to curb and afford ample 
room for the present surface street car lines, 
thus reliéving the congestion of the streets. 

The projectors of the scheme have made 
every effort to keep their plans secret. By 
this caution they have been enabled to make 
considerable progress without word of their 
plans reaching the public ear. 

Mat ha ve reached such a satisfactory 
stage, it is understood, that the men inter- 
ested are about ready to go before the City 
Council and seek a franchise. Even now, 
however, the promoters are as anxious to 
keep under cover as ever. They fear = 
publicity will delay the work. 


Project a Stupendous One. Ay 
The plans call for the greatest semi-muntei- 
pal undertaking Chicago has known. The 
subway will be just deep enough.to allow 
room for the network of gas and water 


town streets. It will not interfere, . 
with the telephone tunnel in course of 
struction, as such addepth would make the 
transferring of passengers to and from the 
subsurface cogs a difficult and expensive

CAUSE SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 


Dispatch Outlining Plans of Syndicate 


and Brazilian Representatives. 
Washington, D. C., June 8.—[Special.]— 
The publication of a Berlin dispatch outlining 
the plans of the Bolivian syndicate of New 
York for the development of 80,000 square 
miles of rich lands on the eastern slo 
the Andes, has caused great excitement 
among South Ameriean representatives, 
especially those from the three reptiblics 
which claim sovereignty over the territory. 
The dispatch probably will lead to the 


department against official recognition of the 
syndicate by the United States or other na- 
tions, and it is believed it will lead to a. 
declaration of war by Brazil and Peru 
against Bolivia if the terms of the con- 
cession granted by the last named country 
are not so modified as to prevent foreigners 
from setting up an independent government 
in the territory. 

The concession, which was secured from 
Bolivia through Sir Martin Conway, the 
English mountain climber, last year after he 
had thoroughly explored the country, covers 
some of the finest land along the feeders of 
the Amazon, comprised in the State of Acre, 
where the boundaries are subject to a tri- 
angular dispute btween Brazil, Peru, and 
Bolivia. The Liberal agents are now con- 
trolled by a New York syndicate, one of 
whose principals, F. W. Whiteridge, has been 
in Germany, according to the Berlin dis- 
patch, to broaden the international basis 
of the enterprises and thus obtain additional 
diplomatic support in the negotiations now 
a between the syndicate and Brazil.”

Those trainers who chose the Chicago 
tracks in which to prepare their American 
Derby candidates and also their 2-year-olds | 
are beginning to believe they made a serious 
mistake.

Racegoersare beginning 
to wonder whether or not the American 
Derby may not be run once more in such aj 
track as prevailed just ten years ago, when 
Carlsbad won the event in going that was

in order to get the path, generally being 
able to keep the lead if once they secured 
this coveted position. There has not been 
a bad Derby track, however, since 1892, al- 
though Pink Coat’s victory in 1898 was on a 
track that was slightly affected by a rain of 
the night before, and it rained heavily the 
night before the 1900 Derby. 


Work of Hawthorne Meeting. 

The Chicago Jockey club had but one really 
fast track during its eleven days of sport. 
The meeting produced some interesting 
sport, but would have produced better had 
the weather been more favorable. The at- 
tendance continued steadily large, and there 
is no question of the hold that racing has 
on the local public. 

ile the Hawthorne racing was compara- 
tively free from scandal there was some 
grounds for grumblin, although it is gener- 
ally conceded that the judges took action in 
the only case that fully warranged decisive 
judgment.

As one book- 
maker put it, A small coterie is getting most 
of the money, while the general public loses.“

Mr. Smith went 
to Detroit in the fall of 1819, and, for a time, engaged in the work of surveying the ter- 
ritory of Michigan. He received twenty-seven acres of land for the assiatance he gave 
in this work on what is now Woodward avenue in Detroit, which he afterwards dis- 
After a term of service in the Mexican war he returned 
to Detroit and sailed on the lakes many years. Since 1883 he has made his home at 
Orville. Mr. Smith never touched liquor and did not smoke, but chewed tobacco day 
and night.

Jand had on a gown and a mortar board. 
President Patton, addressing the outgoing 
men, said in part: 

“ As a result of the range of. thought and 
information which you have had here you 
have learned the lesson of respecting su- 
premacy of thought: You have also learned 
the great truth that a man is stiperior to his 
environment. We are. living in a dey when 
men are making a mad rush to get rich, not 
only for the environment whicl® they can 
control but aleo for the power that comes 
with wealth. The poor man who. is.unedu- 
cated is embarrassed and oppressed, as he 
may well be, when it Is necessary to realize 
his condition of independence. 


Shows Advantage in Education. 


It is the supreme prerogative of educated 
man that he transcends all these conditions; 
that his manhood is not by circumstances. 
Man's life consists not in ah abundance * 
stocks and bonds in a strong box. It is 
thing for an educated man to realize and to 
know that he has a soul. 

We do make mistakes and we do judge 
‘other men wrongly; but there is a judgment 
in which we need not err, that is the judg- 
ment of ourselves. A large part of a uni- 
versity education is that it consists in train- 
ing the desires and educating the tastes, and 
in teaching men to scorn what is base. and 
mean. It algo teaches men to avail them- 
selves properly of the franchises of their 
consciences. 3 


Thinks the Colleges Moral. | i 
‘* Sooner or later a man must be set free, 
sooner or later he takes charge of his cwn 
onscience., A university is a place: of 
emptations and mothers often debate the 
question whether they should sacrifice’ in- 
tellect or the morals of their ‘sons. They 
think it is difficult for a man to acquire 
an education except at great risks, and men 
Speak about the temptations of coslleg: fe 
as if there were no temptations in business; 
as if the banker and the broker lived in a 
holier atmosphere; as if the apostle:f,Wall 
street were in closer touch with the ten 
commandments than other men. 
J know no place where a man ‘be 
trusted to work out the best in him so well 
as in a Christian university.” 


Columbia Warned of Athletics. 


New York, June 8.—Bishop Burgess of the

The time has passed when 
we can pags by the body, and we realize that 
the man strong in health will be better able 
to fight the battles of life and the demons 
of fancy that haunt men. If the body is

“In the first place, let me say, the mer- 
cenary condftions should be eliminated {ym 
athletics.
